I  am  pleased  to  present  the  1991  Annual  Report  of  the  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation  Inc. 

The  year  1 99 1  saw  the  Foundation  reach  significant  new  levels  of  support  for  the  enrichment  of  the  College. 

Foundation  assets  at  the  end  of  199 1  were  over  $2.8  million,  an  increase  of  four  percent  from  the  prior  year. 
This  growth  allowed  the  Foundation  to  increase  its  support  to  the  College  and  the  students.  One  hundred 
scholarships  were  awarded,  an  increase  of  22  percent  from  1990,  and  $50,000  was  awarded  in  mini-grants 
for  various  special  projects  of  the  College.

Design,  Floriculture  and  Industrial  Electricity  students  as  a  "hands-on"  learning  project  to  be  completed  in

Community  interest  in  the  Foundation  also  grew  during  the  year  as  we  saw  six  new  endowed  scholarships 
established,  and  two  new  program  support  contributions  were  made. 

I  want  to  express  my  thanks  to  each  of  you  for  allowing  me  the  opportunity  to  work  with  you  in  helping  the 
Foundation  with  its  mission.  I  am  proud  to  have  been  part  of  such  a  fine  group. 

I  challenge  you  to  continue  your  support  for  the  growth  of  the  Foundation,  so  that  even  greater  things  can 
be  accomplished  in  the  future.

Associate  Degree  Nursing  Fund 

In  1983,  the  Randolph  Community  College  Foundation  Inc.  established  this  endowment  to  help 
the  College  fund  an  Associate  Degree  Nursing  curriculum.  Since  then,  this  fund  has  provided 
program  support  to  a  curriculum  that  is  critically  important  to  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  people 
of  Randolph  County.  By  supporting  nursing,  which  is  an  expensive  curriculum,  this  fund  continues 
to  help  RCC  produce  qualified  graduates  of  the  Associate  Degree  Nursing  program. 

Endowment  for  Excellence  Fund 

Earnings  from  this  endowment  help  assure  the  best  instruction,  equipment  and  technology  for 
students  at  RCC.

If  a  donor  does  not  wish  to  make  a  donation  to  an  endowed  fund,  the  Foundation's  Designated  Fund 
offers  a  variety  of  alternatives.  A  lump  sum  contribution  can  be  made  to  this  fund  and  restrictions 
stated  as  to  how  the  contribution  will  be  used,  i.e.  for  a  scholarship,  for  a  piece  of  equipment  or  for 
other  specific  program  support. 

Undesignated  Fund 

Contributions  to  this  critical  fund  provide  support  for  the  special  needs  of  educational  programs, 
Foundation  operations  and  emergency  funds  to  fulfill  the  purpose  of  the  College.
